It is not un¬ 
reasonable to suppo*e that an even greater 
time will elapse before the full results of 
the battle of Saturday become knowft. 

Reports, but all unofficial, say two battle 
ships, the magnificent vessels Orel and 
Borodino, were stink, as well as several 
cruisers. If tbe result be limited to this 
and Togo's armored sbip3 have come out 
of the batflo not materially injured, Rus¬ 
sia a hope of becoming a great Pacific power 
iu our tune is utterly destroyed. . Rojest- 
vensk, shorn of two of his live first-class 
battleships, will be distinoty inferior to 
Togo, and must retire to European waters 
lest a worthing befall-him. 

Due run at not dogmatize too much, how¬ 
ever. The fog in the Straits of Corea on 
Saturday, was not nearly so dense as that 
thrown bv Japan up to this moment on 
one of tho world's great ee* battles—a 
battle on wbiob the future of two great 
nations hinges.

According to the latest reporta-f^oni 
Vioo-Admiral Togo to his government, 
loss to tbe Russiane in ships sank or 
captured now numbers twenty-two, while 
full particulars are not yet known. The 
Admiral says that none of his big fighting 
ships was seriously damaged, Interesting 
news comes from Vladivostock, sent direct 
by the correspondent of the Associated 
Press who refloats the arrival thero of tbe 
•protected cruiser Almaz and, the torpedo 
boat destroyer Grufcuy. The ojficers of the 
Alma/, say they witnessed the sinking of 
two Japanese battleships, and that two 
.Japanese cruisers were listing badly and 
seemed about to siuk when tbe fog obscur¬ 
ed further view of the battle. There 
seems to be great confusion as to the fate of 
Vice-Admiral liojestvensky. It is report¬ 
ed that he arrived at Vladivostock on the 
torpedo boat Buiny, badly wounded, and 
that his wife has received a telegram from 
him, white a report received from Tokio 
late last Tuesday night at the Japanese 
legation at Washington says he was 
captured on board the Russian destroyer 
Bieuovy with another admiral, both severe¬ 
ly wounded aud with eeveral staff officers 
of bis flagship, the Kniaz Soutbvaroff, the 
sinking of which is oonfirmed by the officers 
of the Almaz.

y lanivoetock, May 81).—Two ships alone 
of Vioe-Admiral Rojestvensky's powerful 
flotilla, the swift cruiser Alma/., and tbe 
torpedo boat destroyer Grozny, lie at anch¬ 
or here to-day in the curving harbor of 
Golden horn, they having separated from 
the fleet iu the early stage of the battle 
which began in the Koreon Straits 
Saturday, and headed, in obedcnce to 
orders, with full speed to Vlodivostock. 
lip to 1 o'clock this afternoon no other 
vessels of the Baltic fleet had yet arrived, 
aud the signal station at Askold aud 
Rimsky, Korsakoff Islands, reported none 
in sight. Officers of the Almaz and 
Grozny say that both fleets had already 
sustained terrible lossps when the 41rn*z; 
and Grozny broke through the hostile line. 
Of the Japanese, two battleships had gone 
down before their eyes, and two cruisers 
their sterna high in the water, seemed 
ready to plunge forward to the bottom of 
the sea. The Russian*fleet, they say was 
even in a sadder plight. Rojestvensky’s 
flagship, tho Kniaz. Souvaroff, aod ship, 
the Borodino, and the cruisers, Oslabia 
and Ural, were utterly destroyed. 

THE FLOTILLA OF DEATH. 

When the fog closed down and hid the 
scene of battle from sight northward of the 
speediog ships, a third great Russian 
battleship, the Alexander HI., seemed in 
sore distress, bat lirqping northward, putt¬ 
ing up a valiant fight against throngs o: 
torpedo boats, and still oontinning her 
attacks on tbe oraissrs of the island 
empire. Torpedo boats were also dinging

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ROJEbTVENSKY IS 

TOGO'S PRISONER 

According to the latest reporta-fmm ^ 
Vice-Admiral Togo to his government, thr] J 
loss to tbe Russians in ships sunk or 
captured now numbers twenty-two, while 
full particulars are not yet known. Tbe 
Admiral says that none of his big fighting 
ships was seriously damaged, Interesting 
news comes from Vladivostock, sent direct 
by tbe correspondent of the Associated 
Press who repoats the arrival there of tbe 
•protected cruiser Almaz and, the torpedo 
noat destroyer Grofcuy. The officers of the 
Almaz say they witnessed tbe sinking of 
two Japanese battleships, aud that two 
Japanese cruisers were listing badly and 
scented about to sink when tbe fog obscur¬ 
ed further view of the battle. There 
seems to be great confusion as to the fate of 
Vice-Admiral Iiojestvensky. It is report¬ 
ed that he arrived at Vladivostock on tbe 
torpedo boat Buiny, badly wounded, and 
that his wife has received a telegram from 
him, whiie a report received from Tokio 
late last Tuesday night at the Japanese 
legation at Washington says he was 
captured on board the Russian destroyer 
Bieuovy with another admiral, both severe¬ 
ly wounded and with several staff officers 
of his flagship, the Kniaz Soutbvaroff, the 
sinking of which is confirmed by the officers 
of the Almaz.

Yl&aivoelock, May 30.—Two ships alone 
of Vice-Admiral Rojestvensky’s powerful 
flotilla, the swift cruiser Almaz, and the 
torpedo boat destroyer Grozny, lie at anch¬ 
or here to day in the curving harbor of 
Golden horn, they having separated from 
the Hoot in the early Htage of the battle 
which began in the Koreon Straits 
Saturday, ami headed, in obedcnce to 
orders, with full speed to Vlodivoatock. 
Up to 1 o'clock this afternoon no other 
vessels of the Baltic fleet had yet arrived, 
and the sigual station at Askold and 
Rimsky, Korsakoff Islands, reported none 
in sight. Officers of the Almaz and 
Grozny say that both fleets had already 
sustained terrible losses whoc the 41tp a £ 
and Grozny broke through tbe hostile line. 
Of the Japanese, two battleships had gone 
clown beforo their eyes, and two cruisers 
their sterns high in the water, seemed 
ready to plunge forward to the bottom of 
the sea. The Russian fleet, they say was 
even in a sadder plight. Rojestvensky’s 
flagship, the Kniaz Souvaroff, and ship, 
tbe Borodino, and tbe cruisers, Oslabia 
and Ural, were utterly destroyed. 

THE FLOTILLA OF DEATH. 

When the fog closed down and bid tbe 
soene of battle from sight northward of tbe 
speeding ships, a third great Russian 
battlsship. the Alexander J|I., seemed in 
sore distress, but limping northward, putt? 
ing up a valiant fight against throngs of 
torpedo boats, and still continuing be* 
attacks on tbe craisers of the Islam 
empire. Torpedo boats were also clinging 
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round the other ahipe of the fleet like 
angered wasps eeparale flotillas darting in 
agaio and again to launch their weapon. 

The Almaz, which arrived at her anohor- 
age here Monday evening bean eoare of 
battle. Her mizzenmast ie ehot away and 
one of her amokeetacke ie pieroed by a 
oannon ehot. Bat the Grozny, though en 
gaged for eeveral honre in a running fight 
al abort range with a largo fapaneee 
deetroyer, ebowe no eigne of the fray. 
GROZNY A WINNER. 

After her commander, Cap! Andriffskl, 
had been wounded, and an officer and three 
men had been killed, the Grozny euooeded 
in einking her opponent with a luckily 
placed ehot, and reached Vladivoetock 
without further adventure at 11 o'clock 
thie morning 

The inhabitante clattered in the atreeti, 
thronged the waterside, or climbed tbe 
frowning bills overlooking tbe harbor for a 
belter view. Finally, towards 6 o'clock in 
tbe evening, a graoeful craiser, with two 
snowy white stacks, ehot io view at tbe 
eotranoe to the Golden Horn and roanded 
to an anchorage beneath the bristling gnns 
of tbe carring promontory. From afar 
the broken stamp of her mizzenmast and a 
ehot hole showing b ack upon her white 
paiot of one stack indicated that the 
cruiser had enoonntered the Japanese. 

AS ADMIRAL'S SALUTE. 

As tbe anchor chain rattled iu the 
hawserholee, tbe vessel wreathed itself in 
•moke—it was an admiral's salute in honor 
ofReer Admiral Von Jeeeen. Scarcely bad 
tbe boom of tbe last cannon begun to echo 
from the surrounding hills, when v Von 
Jeeeen’e flagship, tbe oruiser Roeeia. 
auewered tbe salute, and a minute latter 
the guns of the fortress took op tbe cannon 
ado. Excitement beyond description 
•sized the thronging spectators, who, with 
frantic *huzzae,” toeeed high their caps 
Citizens embraced each other and danoed 
jubilantly upon tbe pier, while the orews 
of the ehipa in the harbor joined in wild 
cheering In a trioe the boats were 
dropped from the davits, and in a moment 
tbe officers of tbe ernieers and torpedo 
boats in the harbor, and the military 
officials from the fortress, were swarming 
ou board the Almaz to learn news of tbe 
tight. 

The storey was short. Aocording to the 
officers of the Almaz, the fleet uoder Ho 
jeetveneky met the Japanese in tbe Straits 
of Korea near Ten Islands and the oppos 
ing fleets immedietely closed in Being 
lightly armed the Almaz as has been order¬ 
ed by Admiral Rojeetvensky, before the 
battle, separated itself from the main fleet 
at tbe flrst opportunity and headed for 
Vladivostok eooc after the oommencement 
of tbe actioo, but not too soon to observe 
that the loeaes on both aides in tbe titanic 
straggle were great.

One of the Russian 
tcrpedo boats, either the ^destroyer Buiny 
or tbe Bravi, ran in and picked up a num¬ 
ber of the swimmers, one of whom was 
recognized through a glass as Admiral 
Kojestvensky. Under a gruelling attack 
of the Japanese warships, aided by torpedo 
boats, mines and submarines, the Borodino 
Oslabia and Ural were plaoed ont of aotion 
and followed the dagship to tbe bottom, 

A BLOW AT THE HEART. 


As tbe details come in of the great battle 
in the Straits of Corea it becomes evident 
that tbe naval power of Russia was utterly 
destroyed daring the three days of running 
fighting. Every one cf Kojestvensky's 
fourteen armored ships has been accounted 
for. Here is tbe list : —

It must be remembered that all the light 
cruisers, torpedo boats, destroyers, store 
ships and oolliers that accompanied Rojest* 
vensky’e deet were merely intended to pro 
vide tbe necessary scouting and refitting 
services for these fourteen fighting ships 
The proteoted cruisers and torpedo vessels 
without their armored consorts are like 
sheep without a shepperd. They will be 
picked up by the Japanese whenever they 
are sighted There were six protected 
cruisers in Rojestvensky’s fieet. Two of 
them are known to have been sunk and one 
captured ; one is at Vladivostok. There 
remain in eastern waters under Russia's 
flag at the most, including tbe Roeaia and 
Gromoboi. bat five oraisere, and three only 
of that great fieet which sailed into the 
Straits of Corea last Saturday, 

This is, indeed, a blow at tbe heart. 

The lots of life can as yet be only rough¬ 
ly estimated. Not less than five thousand 
went down in tbe vessels reported as hav¬ 
ing been eunk. Tbe Japanese loss of life 
was probably inconsiderable The great¬ 
est results seem to have been obtained by 
torpedo boats and destroyers, the crews of 
which range from :*0 to *0 men. If fifteen 
or even twenty of these little vesstls were 
sank by tbe Russians the loss in life was 
not likely to be more than two or three 
bondred men, because tbe Japanese were 
fighting on their own shores, where every¬ 
thing would be done to save tbe Jives ot 
those iu tbe destroyers and torpedo boats 
bit by the enemy. 

Admiral Togo's official report shows that 
Rojeetveosky, his flag offioers and bead 
(jcarters staff escaped from the unking 
flagship on Saturday afternoon and were 
later captured by a Japanese destroyer on 
board a Russian vessel of tbe same olaes. 
Kojestvensky and another Admiral, pre¬ 
sumably Voelkeream, were severely wound- 
ed. This disposes of tbe story that the 
Russian Admiral bad reached Vladivostok. 

In vessels, men and leaders the Baltic 
fleeth as ceased to exist. Togo’s victory 
is one of tbe most oomplete in tbe history 
of ooean warfare.

Lou of VUdiroiitoek Would Mot 
Prompt Russia to Book 
Pso.ce. 

A correopondent of the Aooociatod 
Press ot Tokio writes: Count Okum*. 
former Premier and Minister of For¬ 
eign Affairs, in a recent interview on 
the question of intervention, said 
that the great change was taking 
place in the lines of diplomacy of 
different powers, being a natural out¬ 
come of the present war, It was dif¬ 
ficult to make a prophecy. 

Increasingly closer relations be¬ 
tween Englond and France was al¬ 
ready one of the very significant 
phenomena resulting from the war. 
The Count declared that Germany 
could have no other feeling than 
satisfaction at finding his northern 
rival becoming gradually weakened 
by the war and would recognize the 
foolishness of antagonizing Japan if > 
Germany could maintain and develop j 
her interacts in the far east. 

Okuma saw no occasion for inter-, 
v^ntioti unless a European conference 1 
could be formed, ami he could not . 
understood who would take the initi¬ 
ative so long as Germany did not . 
suffer by the wur. Germany, he as¬ 
serted. was reaping benefits of vari- 
oue kinds and would follow the pol¬ 
icy of "Get-thc-lnst-and-at-much-as- 
possiblc." 

NO NEED OF INTERFERENCE. 

Count Kato, former Minister of I 
Foreign ATaire and former Minister ! 
to Great Britain, discussing the same 
question, said "I do not think there | 
will be «*y occasion for intervention. ! 
1 doubt If Russia has a fixed purpose 1 
and aim either to fight or to con- { 
elude | once. It seeme to me that 
the ultimate result ie left to what¬ 
ever the future may bring to Russia. 
There seems to be no pre-arranged 
plan Should Russia be determined 
to hold Vladivoutock. it would be to 
her advantage to conclude peace be¬ 
fore she loses it. But who shows no 
desire for peace, and her policy is 
devoid of any definite plan, so there 
can be no occasion for a third power 
to attempt intervention In the near 
future. Even the loss of Vladivo- 
stock might not prompt Russia to 
seek p^ace. She could go on retreat¬ 
ing indefinitely, hoping thereby to ex¬ 
haust ue We might take Harbin 
and go further north, but Russia 
should continue her policy of re¬ 
treat." 

Should Russia ask for peace we 
shall insist on an unconditional ar¬ 
mistice and when the negotiations are 
opened we *hall require Russia to 
return Mamchuria to China, recog¬ 
nize our suzerainty over Korea, cede 
Sakhalin to us. remove permanently 
the fort I deal Ions of Vlaaivostock and 
pav un indemnity of at least two 
billion yen fB1,000,000,000.) 

"SUCH LIBERAL TERMS." 

Such liberal terms will afford no 
occasion for Intervention. The scene 
of hostilities in Manchuria being 
without any special interest to the 
powers none of thx*m will be promp¬ 
ted to take action to stop the war. 
On the centrary the war is affording 
a lucrative trade to sonic of^them in 
supplying materials for wgfT Looked 
at from a diprbmatic standpoint Ger¬ 
many, seeing our eastern danger les¬ 
soned by the war and Russia gradu¬ 
ally weakened, will naturally enter¬ 
tain the fMpo of further reduction in 
the strength of her formidable neigh¬ 
bor.

Fem¬ 
inine health visitors specially ap¬ 
pointed for the purpose, will call at 
each house in tho poor district where 
births are roported and supplement 
the advice thus given with practical 
instruction. They will make frequent 
calls to see that the babies are re¬ 
ceiving proper care. Pure milk will 
be supplied by the municipality.

A DAY NURSERY, 
where the babes of mothers who have 
to work in the mills or elsewhere 
will receive the best of attention and 
the jnost wholesome food.

LONDON REVERTS TO GAS. 

Electric Light Has Not Realized 
Expectations. 

Thb city experiment of reverting to 
gas lor the illumination of some of 
the principal streets, after 15 ye&rs 
of electric light, has aroused much 
interest, says the London Mail. 

The lamp-posts between Temple Bar 
and Ludgnto Circus will be lowered 
three feet for the change to gas, and 
the ligjit will be about the suave 
height from the ground as the street 
lamps of Purls. Each lamp will be 
fitted with two high pressure incan¬ 
descent jgas burner*, of 1,000 candle 
power, and as they will be closer to¬ 
gether Ti» well as nearer the heads of 
the pedestrians, it is claimed that the 
light will be more even. 

"if this method is successful," said 
an Official of the Public Health Re- 
partuibqt recently, "it will doubtless 
be employed in all the streets of the 
city. 

"The reason the committee have 
decided upon the chuugo is that the 
electric light, after a prolonged trial, 
has not realized expectations." 

A member of the Street# Commit¬ 
tee said that the electrical com¬ 
panies had brought their system to 
perfection. 

"Directly we put up a 2,000 candle 
power gas lamp outside* the Mansion 
House." he added, the e*lectric peo¬ 
ple saw that their big lights were 
not giving satisfaction, and replaced 
their burner* In the same neighbor¬ 
hood with more brilliant ones." 

It is claimed that the Incandescent 
gas light is better, cheaper and more 
evenly distributed.

THE DIFFERENT MARKETS. 
The Royal Danish Agricultural So¬ 
ciety 1* paying particular attention 
to the production of bacon, butter 
ana cheese. As far a* the bacon is 
concerned, this society follows up the 
question^* to what breeds of hogs 
are mos^suitable, what kind of feed 
produces the best quality of pork, 
the most suitable age to butcher, 
salting, smoking, packing, etc. The 
Danish fanners have also learned 
that it pays to work together.,and in 
different parts of the country have 
jrtarted co-operative slaughter housva. 
combined with salt erics and smoker¬ 
ies. where the most particular clean¬ 
liness, etc., is observed; thereby the 
most uniform quality is produced. 

As with bacon so with butter and 
cheese, much care being taken to 
produce the highest grade. 

At the expense* of the Royal Danish 
Agricultural Society a number of 
young men and women employed in 
agricultural work arc given courses 
in their respective lino*, such courses 
lasting for three yr-urs during which 
time the public must take active 
part in the work they wish to study 
on one of the large farms or cream¬ 
eries. If the pupil stays out the 

course of three years he is at tho

THE DANISH GOVERNMENT 
distributes money each year as 
“travelling aids'' to a great many 
country people who are interested in 
the different branches of ilair\ing and 
agriculture to assist them in visiting 
agricultural school* or experimental 
farms. 

“The Royal Danish Farming Asso¬ 
ciation” advertised in January, 
1904, that the Government would 
distribute such “travelling aids ' to 
dairy men for their further educa¬ 
tion.

MONET CIVEN FOR INDIA 

WEALTHY AMERICAN HAS 
GIVEN $180,000. 

4» Agricultural College Is to Be 
Established With the * 

4 Honey. 

Americans ore taking a great in-, 
ter os t in the affairs of India since 
Lord and Lady Curzon have made It* 
specially attractive for them at their 
semi-Amorican home and semi-Eng¬ 
lish court. Mr. Phlppa, a wealthy 
American, who visited the Curzon* 
some time ago, became greatly in¬ 
terested in India, and offered Mr. 
Curzon $1.50,000 to bo applied in 
such manner as the Viceroy should 
think best for the advantage of the 
Indian people. The result was the 
foundation of a central laboratory 
of agricultural research, the founda¬ 
tion stone having just been laid by 
Lord Curzon at Puna, in Behar, on 
April 2. 

The idea of an institution for the 
promotion of Indian agriculture is 
not new to the Government of India. 
As Lord Irenzil Ibbetson puts it, 
they were saturated with ideas of ag¬ 
ricultural improvement, the English 
officials in India, and*4t only needed 
the addition of Mr. Phipps' gift to 
crystallize these ideas Into a solid 
mass. 

There have been agricultural de¬ 
partments in India for a good many 
years, but they can hardly claim to 
have attained any great measure of 
success. The Indian farmer, saturat¬ 
ed with the traditions of many gen¬ 
erations of hereditary cultivators of 
tho soil, content to carry on his oc¬ 
cupation on the lines of the past, is 
a difficult person to move. He would 
have no truck with deep plowing pro¬ 
jects, this cultivator of the soil, he 
could not afford the heavy plow, he 
knew that if ho did have it his cat- 
tlo would not work it, ADd his know¬ 
ledge of tha soil convinced him that 
deep plowing would do more harm 
than good. On tho other hand, when 
a simple iron sugar mill was Invent¬ 
ed for him, ho saw* its superiority 
over tho old-fashioned stone mill. He 
saw that it extracted more juice frdm 
the cane, that it could be worked 
with less expenditure of animal force, 
and that it wus cheap enough for 
him to buy or hiro. Less than thirty 
years since its introduction the new- 
fashioned mill has almost entirely 
superseded the old-fashioned machine

AIR FROM THE CLOUDS. 

Australian Plan to Supply Oxygen 
to Households. 

According to a scheme ; atented b> 
a Sydney business man. the day inav 
come wh< n every household will have 
fresh air supplied in pipes, in much 
the same wav as gas and water are 
now distributed 

„ The apparatus consists of a cup- 
tive balloon, or of a series of bul- 
loons, with a tube of ulluminum 
communicating with a reservoir on 
the earth. The reservoir will be kept 
full %f air from the up|>cr 'atmoa- 
pheric regions by means of a suction 
fan. This air can be subsequently 
distributed in pipes to those willin' 
to pay for it. That, at any rate, 
is the theory. 

The idea also covers the supply of 
oxygen in this manner to hermetic¬ 
ally-sealed rooms for the treatment 
of paUrnts suffering from consump¬ 
tion or anaemia A further notion 
is to fill bags with high-level air for 
uwe in sick rooms, just as, at present, 
scltzogenos are filled with soda 
water; and it is even suggested thut 
“fresh air depots” should be estab¬ 
lished where people could drop in for 
a “breathe.” 

This would, it is claimed, be much 
more effectual than dropping into a 
public house for a drink. 

The inventor has submitted his 
plans to local doctors atwl engineers. 
The doctors agree as to tlw» great 
bygenio value of air obtained in the 
wav suggested, but doubt the feasi¬ 
bility of the scheme. The engiiyvrsi. 
however, do not seem to think it im¬ 
practicable. 

The New South Wales Government 
has been asked to test the idea, with 
a view to its being adopted as a 
State enterprisa.

It is this insatiable hunger of the

the statesman's greatest wonder and 
burden and the] politicans chief re¬ 
cruiting sergeant. The less a man 
likes work of the ordinary sort, the 
more he is likely to shine as a 
"worker” of the political sort ; and all 
he asks as a reward is to be able to 
“work” his country under the thin 
guise of working for it. To see him 
seeking for work in a Government 
office one would imagine that work 
was a paasion with him, and that he 
could not keep away from real dow&* 
right hard labor, even with a free 
to tbe baseball games. 

When to this mania for labor is 
added the tierce patriotism of the man 
who will work for no one but his 
country, we have naturally an irresis¬ 
tible fore# which—noble as it looks — 
gets all governments into their deepest 
trouble. It also drags most politicans 
through their dirtiest mire and 
spatters the strongest statesmen with 
the same mal-odorous mixture. The 
office hunter is the maggot of politics. 
He may be active but his environment 
is unfortunately bad. Wherever he is 
there is corruption, and infection arises 
from his surroundings which spare 
few with whom it comes in contact. 

At the present time the Ontario 
Government is said to be resisting 
with all its might the determination 
of an army of these lovets of labor 
and volunteers in tbeif country's 
service to work for'Jt? rfuen if they 
have to make a clean sweep of the 
offices in the province. The same 
demand was undoubtedly made upon 
the Ottawa Government and it is not 
to be credited that the demand has de¬ 
ceased.

of the harvest) will not shoot liiuisclf 
nor any of his tenants till the 14th of

A similar notice as regard*-ambigu¬ 
ity once made its appearance near 
I'.rentford In England. It nead: “Tori 
Shillings Howard.-Any person found 
trespassing on th^se lands or damag¬ 
ing ibese fences on conviction will re¬ 
ceive the above reward. Logs poisons 
cd.” If the magistrates were at all 
lenient thereabout it might have be¬ 
come a profitable occupation trespass¬ 
ing or breaking down fences. 


The Olil Slonr* l'ort nt i ln»inl>ljr- 

One of the ifio*t picturesque remains 
of tbo glories of New i'ranee, whose 
history mul legend* date back to the 
age of rrontenae and La Salic, is the 
old stone fort nt (tiambly, in the prov¬ 
ince Of Quebec. Tile tablet on the 
rulus, with its motto, “<'otirage and 
Ix»alty.” in rrench, bears this inscrip 
tiou: “Ju the reign of Louis XIV. of 
France and Navarre, the Mtfrrquiso do 
Vandreuil being governor of New 
France, this fort was erected in 1711, 
burned in 1770, n donsl by Guy Carle- 
ton in 1777, abandoned In 1817. It was 
repaired in 1882 iu the reign of Vic¬ 
toria, queen of Great Britain, the Mar¬ 
quis of Lome being governor general 
of Canada/’ etc. A fact which the In¬ 
scription kindly fails to record I* that 
the burning referred to was by the 
American troops, who, having captured 
the fort in 177i» under General Mont¬ 
gomery, burned it the following year 
when they retreated to Lake Cham¬ 
plain. The various restoration* have 
been made skillfully to harmonize with 
the weather beaten portion* which re¬ 
sisted the fire of 1770.

er*. sweating to empty the vessels that 
lie there; her* 1 , tpo, are engine drivers, 
steering their trains from dock to dock, 
and carriers driving away with van- 
Joads of merchandise everywhere 
Londoners waiting on these hug*- ships. 
Th* sailors a,re like genth-no-n who 
have driven their equipage to the sta¬ 
ble and let these grooms of the docks 
to clean up ready for their' n* xt ex¬ 
cursion. 

You get some Id* a of London's trade 
by moving through the tall warehouses 
of the docks Consider a f*w figures.

There is accommodation In the cold- 
storage warehouse* for *>64 (K'O sheep. 

Flxty thousand pound* of ostrich fea¬ 
thers have bern stored here at one 
time, and several millions of bird skins 
arrive annually* t»*o numerous for 
computation. In addition, the London 
docks have accommodation for sugar. 
Ivory, spices, bark, gums, metals, mar¬ 
ble. drug*, dates, pepper, rice, coffer, 
cocoa, isinglass, coal, grain, furniture, 
wood timber, carpets, butter, cheese, 
poultry, even for sea shells, sponges, 
mu k. ambergris and beeswax. <-fn a 
single room you may look at elephants' 
tusks worth nearly u hundred .h*nj- 
stmd pounds. » 

The gardens and the factories of the 
world empty themselves Into ihls lap 
of London. There 1* hardly a little is¬ 
land set in the midst of the sea* which 
doe < not grow- something or make 
something with brown Angers to send 
Into the eold. gray port of London. As 
you walk through thu warehouses 
your nostrils are filled with the scents 
of the earth—cinnamon, nutmeg, musk, 
vanilla, coffee, tea, tobacco—every¬ 
thing that once lived and drank the 
air in green and beautiful gardens 
across the *egs. 

There at your feet lies the matting 
tom from tea packages on which some 
Chinaman set strange marks with 
bru*h and ink, and there are the red 
and green cases themselves, with the 
number and weight cut In their sides 
by u gcrlbltrg iron. You look at even 
the null* in some strange package of 
goods out of the east, and j4etur»* to 
yourself the dark hands gripping them 
> hile the hammer struck borne. A I 
the hands and al! tha feat of the east 
jrc tn to be going up and down the 
earth to keep the larder of London 
full.

The struggle between “Torn * Hut- 
row* and t’harle* Hplnch for the long¬ 
distance club-swinging championship 
of the world reminds one. mu>h The 
IxHidoii Tit-Hite, of the many curious 
feats which one would look for in vain 
In tables of records, and yet which ate 
full of Interest 

To take dub-swinging alone there 
are probab.y few who have nny knowl¬ 
edge of K. W. Morgan's feut. perform¬ 
ed JUst 17 years ago, when he mani¬ 
pulated a pair of four-poumt clubs In 
3*6 different movements and combin¬ 
ations. making a total of 2.311 revolu¬ 
tions in 15 minuten and 15 seconds 

Home time ago. In a violin ppinp’-il- 
tlon held In Berlin, a dexterous fiddler 
played u piece of J’ngartinl. consist¬ 
ing of 4,800 notes, in four and a quarter 
minutes, bis nimble fingers rattling off 
the notes at the average rate of 19 to 
a second.

THE EGG IN HISTORY. 


It Im Harronnded by Many Aarlfat 
Legends aid Beliefs. 

Like many another term In fTirls- 
tlan nomenclature, the word "Easter” 
la derived from pagan source*. The 
Saxon godd cm* of light, Eatra, waa 
honored with an annual fe*tlval at the 
vernal equinox. The Jewish Passovur 
waa also regulated by the March moon, 
and tho resurrection of Je*u* occurred 
at this season. In later centuries the 
great Christian festival came to bear 
the pagan name Easter and to be cele¬ 
brated at a time coiucldent with the 
Jewish feast. 

Since remotest times the egg ha* 
symbolised re-creation. Persian tradi¬ 
tion Las It that the work! was limbed 
from an egg at the season wbhIPeor- 
responds to the vernal equinox, for 
which reason eggs are still given for 
New Year’s presents by the Persians. 
The druids said that the sun. u great 
egg. hatched from Itself the earfh and 
other planets. 

Hy the Chinese it Is bellcv«*d that the 
world was forra«*d of two parts of a 
great egg. From the yolk man came 
forth. He then waved his hand, aud 
the upper half of the shell went up¬ 
ward aud became the eoucave heavens; 
tho lower hulf reversed, making the 
convex earth, aud the white albumen 
became the *eus. 

When Chrlstluulty took over vurious 
of the Huxon rib* tin* Puschal eggs of 
the Jews were v!**t<*d with u new sig¬ 
nificance-namely, tho resurrection of 
Christ.

FRUIT CROP REPORT. 

The general conditions for fruit of 
all kinds are excellent. The winter 
though cold bns not resulted In excep¬ 
tional damage to trees and vines. 
The only serious losses are from tree¬ 
girdling by mice, and the mutilation 
of trees by the heavy snow-fall in the 
Maritime Provinces. Minor losses by 
winter killing in Canada are reported 
in cases of trees injured but not killed 
outright by the winter of 1903-4, as 
well as in cases of trees that are over¬ 
loaded in 1904. 


APPLES. 


Reports are aim os*, unanimous that 
the show for bloom is excellent. It 
must not be forgotten that the critical 
period of “setting” is not yet reported 
over any large area. The weather has 
been very unfavorable for pollination 
for the past two weeks in Western 
Ontario. It is also too early to report 
on fungus and the most destructive 
insects. 

PEARS.

The commercial plum'sectlons all re- 
port the outlook favorable. The light 
crop last year as well as the good 
weather conditions for growth has 
placed the plum tree* in excellent con¬ 
dition for a large crop this year if in¬ 
sects, frost or fungus do not intervene, 
is not too early to make preparations 
for an exceptional crop and prevent a 
repetition of the disastrous losses of 
1903. 

PEACHES. 

The new plantings have scarcely 
balanced the winter-killing of 1899 
and 1903, so that even with a favorable 
outlook for this season on healthy trees 
the aggregate crop will not be large.
